them. It is only the coach stallion 
that is imported yet in significant 
numbers, as but a few mares, 
either French or English, have 
been brought over. As it is upon 
the stallion, then, that the breeder | °F 
must mainly depend for the blood 
that is to produce for him a salable 
horse it behooves him to study 
carefully the style of a horse he 
aims to produce and then select 
his mares with reference to attain- 
ing his ideal by means of the stall- 
ion within his reach. In size the 
typical coach horse must be about 
16 1-2 hands high, and weigh, when 
in working condition, 1,300 pounds. 
A difference of four inches in 
height or of one hundred pounds 
in weight throws him so dan; er- 
ously near the boundaries of his 
class as to practically disqualify 
him. Let the breeder bear in mind, 
then, that while his object is most 
easily and surely obtained with 
sire and dam approximating the 
ideal, he may have one at one ex- 
treme of the limit and the other at 
the other extreme aud still have 
reason to expect the progeny to 
strike an average between them. 
But he has no right to expect a 
colt as large as his sire if the dam 
is an under-sized, poorly-bred trot- 
ter or scrub; neither is it reason- 
able to suppose that a slovenly cart 
mare, sixteen hands high and 
weighing 1,600 pounds, will pro- 
duce a horse of the right size and 
style because she was bred to a 
horse of her own height weighing 
only 1,000 pounds. Wonderful as 
are sometimes the results of ex- 
treme matings, it is this very fea- 
ture of wonderful uncertainty that 
ought to teach those thinking of it 
to avoid it. More coach stallions 
have been imported this season 
than altogether in the past, and 
next year will find them scattered 
all over our country. We ure glad 
of it, for we esteem them as one of 
the most valuable acquisitions that 
can now be made to our present
